Responsive to the Office Action mailed March 13, 2QP1> Apphcant selects, with traverse, 
Group II, namely, claims 8-9, 13-14, and 18-19 drawn to a method of using a composite 
material. 

It is submitted that conceptually in order to effectively search the technology of the 
present invention, it will be necessary to search both groups. The invention is directed to using a 
composite material. The nature of the composite material is important. To divide the application 
into multiple invention is simply to burden the Applicant with the need to file multiple 
applications, and moreover, to burden the public in requiring a review of the multiple 
applications.
